Federal Year Ends T 
day With Quarter Billion 
Excess Cash in Treasury

Federal government will finish the 
fiscal year Tuesday with a surplus 
in excess of $245,000,000, nearly 
$50,000,000 greater than any pre- 
vious estimate, and more than 
twice as large as was calculated 

when the year began. | 
Another phase of Treasury oper- 
ations that gave rise to feelings of 
satisfaction, was the continued up- 
ward trend of receipts from income 

taxes. | — 
Excluding the last three days of 
this month, revenue from this 
source alone ted $1,749,697, 
or $89,000,000 more than the esti- 
mate upon which the budget was 
based when the year's appropria- 
tions were made. This will be in- 
creased, for tax collections for the 

June 15 quarter are uncompleted. 
Despite the reduction in tax rates 
which have been effective through- 
out the current fiscal year, total 
internal nue receipts are ex- 
pected to only about $220,000,. 
000 below the receipts for the fast 
fiscal year, which totaled 83,976. 
912,000. Total receipts to the 15th 
inst. of this year were, roughly, 
$3,750,000,000. Since receipts from 
income taxes thus far are only 
about $80,000,000 below those for 
1924, it thus becomes obvious that 
the, shrinkage in the revenues has 
been in the miscellaneous group 
and as a result of the abolition of 
certain taxes.

We steamed into the Tallway sta- 
tion at Gingindhlovu, to find ite 
platform lined with row after row 
of naked muscular brown bodies 
whose hands grasped Zulu shields 
of hide. A bunch of feathers dang- 
ling from the waist was all these 
warriors wore. What made their 
nudity more striking was the pres- 
ence nearby of scores of daintily 
dreased English girls in sleeveless 
frocks and artficial-silk stockings, 
looking exactly as if they were at- 
tending a garden party in England. 
They seemed entirely unconscious 
of the primitively undressed na- 
tive tribesmen, and the naked Zu- 
lus seemed equally unconscious of 
the smartly attired young women. 


FACTIONS RECONCILED 


Already, the announcement and 
arrangements for the Prince’s visit 
had had the effect of reconciling 
two great sections of the Zulu na- 
tion, hostile since Cetewayo's time. 
On the march to meet the royal 
visito:, they fraternized again, and 
by the time we arrived, they were 
peacefully sharing the same camps. 

Hunger, also, was drawing them 
together. The government had 
voted only $500 for purchase of 


food for this great gathering of na- 


tives. The supply was therefore 
exhausted in a day, and the Zulus 
were feeling the pinch of hunger in 
their bivouacs by the time the 
Prince reached the scene, although 
the local whites met the situation 


by raising additional money 
through subscription. 
Six thousand whites from all 


parts of Zululand and even from 
as far away as Durban and Johan- 
nesburg added to the food and 
housing problem of the town.

“The soldiers were surprised to 
find Jesus dead and one of them 
pierced hie side with a spear,

As an in- 
disputably proven fact it was the 
final deronstration of the truth 
of all the rights Jesus claimed. He 
had many times predicted these 
events, and His enemies took the 
greatest care to ascertain that He 
really was dead and to guard the 
tomb securely against any human 
intervention; but with all this, 
He rose from the dead and ap- 
peared to a number of witnesses. 

“The disciples saw Jesus. To say 
that they saw His spirit, not His 
body, does not make it easier of 
belief. It would-be a miracie to 
see a disembodied spirit. The res- 
urrection of Jesus Christ is the 
guarantee of the indestructible 
foundation of our religion, of His 
divinity, of our salvation, our res- 
urrection and life eternal. The 
resurrection of Christ is the cru- 
cial fact for the Christian. Many 
men who have doubts about some 
of the miracles recorded in the 
Gospels see no way to escape the 
conviction that Jesus rose from 
the dead. In fact, the very diver- 
gences in the Gospel narratives 
show the independence of the tes- 
timony. No fact of human history 
has better attestation than the 
resurrection of Jesus. The sinless- 
ness of His life made it impossi- 
ble that He should be holden of 
death.

“The resurrection of Christ is 
presented in different passages of 
the New Testament, as proof and

Vessel is Laid 


Ship to be Among Fastest of 
Kind Afloat 


Construction of Boathouse 
Starts This W eek 

With the keel laid Saturday, 
work will begin today on construc- 
tion of the city’s new fireboat at 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding & 
Drydock Corporation Plant. It 
will be ready for service October 
1, according to L. E. Cuverly, gen- 
eral manager of the yards.

walnut growers for their signa- 
tures, and it is designed to bene- 
fit the association growers, Wo 
comprise 87 per cent of the wal- 
nut growers of the State, and also 
to increase the membership. 
“The new membershjp policy is 
designed to bestow @ greatest 
possible benefit upon the grower 
who filrmly believes in co-operative 
marketing and lives up to his con- 
tract with the association in every 
particular,” says Mr. Thorpe. 
“Quite naturally the policy will 
bring no comfort to the grower 
who is in and out—the fellow who 
participates in co-operative mar- 
keting when he thinks it is going 
to be of benefit to him and throws 
it over when he feels that by so 
doing his own selfish interests will 
be best served. | 

“In the past a small percentage 
of growers have been tempted to 
violate their contracts with the as- 
sociation and sell their crops to in- 
dependent buyers, regardless of the 
fact that the association had gone 
to considerable trouble and expense 
to make arrangements for the mar- 
keti of their crops. 

“The matter of contract viola- 
tion is one with which every co- 
operative marketing organization in 
the country has experienced great 
difficulty. It has been one of the 
greatest handicaps, because there 
has always been more or less un- 
certainty regarding the ultimate 
tonnage. Selling campa 
upon national advertising, have’ 
frequently been jeopardized by fail- 
ure to deliver crops during short- 
crop years and eagerness to co- 
operate during seasons when mar-

If the protests are 
large they spell costly delay and that means 
holding back the growth of Los Angeles. 
The coming of the automobile and the in- 
crease of population in cities has brought 
problems of traffic congestion to all Amer- 
fean communities which are now stagger- 
ing along with short, narrow streets laid 
out in the days when rapid travel was un- 
known. These communities have all taken 
cognizance of the step taken by Los Ange- 
les in the adoption of its Major Traffic 
Street Plan and many are now working 
along the same lines. Los Angeles has led 
the way toward remodeling our streets to 
fit modern conditions. | 

The City Engineer, the City Attorney, the 
City Council and the Major Highways Com- 
mittee of the Traffic Commission have done 
their part in speedily putting the first unit 
of the Major Traffic Street Plan into execu- 
tion. The property owners must now do 
their part. If they encourage protests and 
obstructive tactics, in many cases worked 
up by attorneys seeking fees, then the work 
will lag, the remarkably rapid work of the 
engineers and attorneys in preparing leg- 
islation and ordinances will count for noth- 
ing. A big black mark will be put by the 
mame of Los Angeles in the list of cities 
which are working to improve their streets.
